25 Miles of Railway to be Built 

The most important anmc'unce¬ 
ment in tjhe address of Hon V. W. 
Smith, Minister of Railways and 
Telephones, was to the effect that 
25 jmil.es 'o|f railway would he con¬ 
structed this year from a point be¬ 
tween Busby and Westlock This 
line had been promised first con¬ 
sideration several years ago, as it 
would afford marketing facilities 
to a ridhi agricultural district, al¬ 
ready well settled. Part of the 
steel for the line had already been 
purchased. 

With regard to teephones, Mr. 
Smith castigated opposition mem¬ 
bers for statements made during 
the Medicine Hat bye-election and 
jh)e compared the statements made 
with his figures on the condition 
of the telephone system financial¬ 
ly when he took oved. There were 
now 83010 imrn-e telephones in the 
pr/cvince than in 1921J. 

Agricultural Survey 

The address ictf Hon. Geo. IToad- 
Sey, Minister of Agriculture, 
which concluded the debate, dealt 
argely with agricutural condit¬ 
ions in the province. The total 


valu e of all agricultural produce 
in 1925 was estimated at. $225,000,- 
000. T'hle wheat yield averaged 
18 bushels, giving a tJoital yield of 
in the history of the province, The 
value was $115,000,0iG0. All field 
crops totalled in value $148,509,-1 
000 and forage crops $46,000,000. 

Dairying! did not make the same 
progress as in former years, ow¬ 
ing somewhat to) the high prices 
/o|f grain, and the dry weather in 
July affteting tihle pastures. In¬ 
creasing price, however, kept the 
total value of! dairy produce up 
to $23,000,000. Poultry production 
sowd a slight falling off, but the 
total value lo)f poultry products 
was $ 8 , 0100 , 0010 , egg production 
being $5,00(0y0l00. 

The lowly bee was coming into 
its own. 3000 lbs of honey being 
produced in 19)25. Fodder corn 
had unlade remarkable develop¬ 
ment. Fifteen thousand horses 
and 2iCO,iCICO cattle were exported 
fr|r|ni| the province to the world 
markets in 19225. 

Expenditures in t!h(e department 
of agriculture had been reduced, 
but services had notwithstanding 
bleen increased. The amount ex¬ 
pended in 1921 was $729,478.01, 
and in 1924 $550,860.77, a reduc¬ 
tion of $178,617.24. 

While only three of tre six 
schools of agriculture were oper¬ 
ating, they were training more 
pupils, nalmiely, 363, tine number 
in 1921-1922 with six operating 
being 318. 

A number \otf other outstanding 
facts shlcWing the progress of 
agriculture in the province, and 
the magnitude of the worfc being 
done by the department, werej 
given by Mr. Hbadley. 

Health of the Province 

The department of health is 
also under Mr. Hoadley’s super¬ 
visor .ti, and in dealing with it he 


showed that much progress bad 

been jinjade in combatting of in¬ 
fectious disease. 

Expenditures under the Moth¬ 
ers’ allowance Act were intereas¬ 
ing, 827 mothers being in receipt 
of relief, the amount given out 
being $284,007.09. Tlhte cCfct of 
administration was $415.59, as 
ctejmpared with $5,270.33 in 1921. 
The act would be extended this 
year to cover mothers with small 
children who jhjad a totally incap" 
acitated husband tioj support. 

The departlmemnt was justly 
ptroud of the health nursing 
branch;, which) was doing except¬ 
ionally gjood wotrk. Infant mor¬ 
tality had decreased. 

The Government had under con¬ 
sideration the establishment of 
homes for delinquent b)oys. 

Sixteen Municipal Hospitals 
were in qpieration, with a bed ca¬ 
pacity of 333, serving a txiital es¬ 
timated population of 140,000. 
There were 69 approved hospitals 
with 2,523 beds. Dental clinics 
had been doing excellent work. 

Many icjther points dealing with 
health/ work were taken up by Mr. 
Hoadley in his address. 

Natural Resources and 
Redistributtion 

Thie Premier during the week 
introduced a bill dealing with the 
transfer of the natural resources 
to the province. 

w The redistribution ccfmmittee 
has held several meetings, but it 
is doubtful if there will be any 
radical changes in the constitu-l 
encies. The Government ha s en¬ 
tered into an agreement with the 
Dominion and the province of On¬ 
tario to pay one-tMrd of the cost 
over $7.00 a ton of shipping coal 
to Ontario.

constitution also provides that the 
women representatives in attendance at 
any meetings of the Council may meet 
separately to discuss matters in which 
women are particularly interested, and 
that when so meeting they shall form 
the Women’s Section of the Council.” 

Mr. Amos pointed out that the Council 
has no jurisdiction over the bodies in 
membership, each of which retains com¬ 
plete control over its own policies and 
activities, and it is in reality a confer¬ 
ence of the representatives of the 
affiliated bodies. 

The Council acts only by unanimous 
consent, and when it does take action 
on any public question, it speaks for all 
the organizations affiliated in its mem¬ 
bership and not merely for ^ majority 
vote in Council meeting. 

‘•'This explanation of the procedure in 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture,” 
said Mr. Amos, "should be sufficient 
answer to the statements that I under¬ 
stand have been widely circulated by 
certain persons that the Council is 
dominated by the farmers’ companies, or 
to be more specific, by the United Grain 
Growers and the Saskatchewan Co-opera¬ 
tive Elevator Company.

better farmers, better neighbors, 
citizens. Although not a 
political organization it gave in 1921 a 
lead which resulted in agriculture for the 
first time securing anything like adequate 
representation in the Canadian Parlia¬ 
ment, and in introducing higher ideals 
and higher standards into the public 
life of the country. In a legislative way 
it has been instrumental in securing the 
enactment of such measures as will 
ameliorate social and economic injustices 
and will make for a better citizenship. 
Its record of achievement therefore 
speaks for itself and I would like to 
ask those who have persistently criticized 
the Council and its membership what 
they have accomplished which will in 
any measure compare with it. 

"The necessity for a farmers’ organi¬ 
zation, such as the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture, is constantly being demon¬ 
strated. Most of the larger problems 
which confront the agricultural industry 
and whose solution is necessary to agri¬ 
cultural prosperity, are of a' national, 
or at least an inter-provincial character. 
Transportation questions, including 
freight, express, lake and ocean rates, the 
customs tariffs and other form of federal 
taxation, the banking, currency and 
financial systems of the country, the 
regulation of the grain trade, of the 
livestock industry, and of other branches 
of agriculture, the commercial relations 
of Canada with other countries involving 
markets for agricultural produce, federal 
legislation, government administration 
generally. In all these things the 
interests of the farmers in every pro wince 
of Canada are usually found to be 
identical. 

"The membership at the present time 
consists of the United Farmers of 
Quebec, the United Farmers of Ontario, 
the United Farmers of Manitoba, the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Associa¬ 
tion, the Grain Growers’ Guide, the 
United Fanners of Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan Co-operative Elevator Company, 
the United Grain Growers and the 
United Farmers of Ontario Co-operative 
Company.
